To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1943. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  remained 
extremely  good,  and  there  has  been  freedom  from  large 
epidemics  of  infectious  disease.  At  the  same  time 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  general  resistance 
to  disease  is  not  as  good  as  during  the  past  few  years. 

There  has  been  considerable  increase  in  minor  ailments 
and  minor  diseases,  and  these  have  not  cleared  up  rapi'ly 
as  would  ordinarily  be  expected.  Remembering,  however, 
that  it  is  the  fourth  year  of  the  war  V£sQ^°?^ate* 
difficulties  and  restrictions  the  record  of  health  is 
remarkably  good. 

i"he  population  is  very  considerably  above  peace-time 
standards  whilst  housing  difficulties,  and  particularly 
overcrowding,  are  increasingly  serious  pro  lems. 

The  statistics  of  the  District,  notably  the  ''irth- 
rate  and  the  death-rate  are  extremely  satisfactory  whilst 
the  figures  for  maternal  and  infant  mortality  are  also 
excellent . 

The  experience  of  the  past  few  years  when  the  social 
improvements,  which  had  been  progressing,  have  come  to  a 
standstill,  emphasises  that  the  necessity  for J-arge  sea 
housing  developments  is  the  most  urgent  necessity  after  the 
war  together  with  the  development  of  the  main  drainage  scheme, 
the  completion  of  which  was  interrupted  by  the  outbreak  of 
war. 

The  work  of  the  department  during  the  war  years  has 
been  vastly  increased  and  extremely  onerous.  Its  completion 
has  been  made  possible  only  by  the  helpful  assistance  of  a 
members  of  the  Council  and  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all 
members  of  the  staff.  X desire  to  express  my  thanes  to 
all  for  their  valuable  assistance  during  this  time  of  specia 
difficulty.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

General  social  conditions  in  Haslemere  have  been 
described  in  earlier  reports.  The  District  is  mainly 
residential,  and  housing  and  living  conditions  remain  on 
a fairly  high  level.  During  the  war,  the  influx  of 
evacuees  and  the  transference  of  vusiness  offices  and 
official  institutions  with  large  staffs  have  created 
extremely  congested  conditions.  Housing  conditions  have 
deteriorated,  and  there  is  considerable  overcrowding. 

The  general  economic  level  is  maintained  fairly  high, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  unemployment  and  the  enhanced 
wages  paid  during  war-time.

COMPLAINTS.  - During  the  yen r 65  complaints  were  received. 
92  visits  were  made  in  the  Invest igat ion  thereof  and  the 
necessary  action  taken. 


BAKFHOUSFS . - There  are  now  seven  bakehouses  in  the  district  and 
186  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  premises 
were  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

One  bakehouse  in  the  district  was  closed  during  the  year 
due  to  lack  of  man-power. 


SHOPS.  - The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  nine  inspections  under  the 
Shops  Act , 1934. 

Under  this  Act  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority  is  responsible 
for  ensuring  that  there  is  adequate  ventilation,  warming  and 
sanitary  conveniences,  whilst  the  County  Council  controls  other 
conditions,  including  lighting,  washing  fecilities , seating 
accommodation,  hours  of  employment,  etc. 
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RAT^J  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919.  - Under  this  Act,  which 
is  primarily  administered  ^y  the  County  Council,  33  visits  were 
paid  to  premises  in  the  District  and  advice  given.  Several 
complaints  were  referred  to  the  County  Rat  Officer. 


In  accordance  with  the  Infestation  Order,  1943,  the  public 
were  requested  to  notify  cases  of  infestation,  hUt  there  was 
little  response.  This  merely  confirms  the  opinion  always  held 
that  this  district  has  *een  very  free  from  rat  infestation  and 
that  such  infestation  does  not  constitute  a serious  menace  so 
far  as  this  authority  is  concerned. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  AC'11 , 1928.-  As  Petroleum  Officer  I 
submit  the  following  report 


There  are  12  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of 
Petroleum  spirit.  Prom  4 of  these  prtrol  is  sold,  while  at  the 
other  8 premises  petrol  is  stored  for  private  use  only.  One 

licence  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium  for  private  use 
was  issued.  22  visits  were  made  in  all. 


HACKNEY  CARRIAGES.-  Upon  representation  from  the  Hackney  Carriage 
Proprietors  meetings  were  held  to  consider .an  increase  in  the 
fares.  The  Proprietors*  proposals  were  very  carefully  considered 
and  a final  agreement  reached  for  certain  increases  and  these 
came  into  force  1st  April,  1943. 


Difficulties  arose  in  the  winter  months  due  to  the  lack 
of  Hackney  Carriage  facilities  during  Black-out  hours  and  several 
meetings  were  arranged  between  the  local  authority  and  the 
proprietors  with  a view  to  improving  the  service.  A more 
satisfactory  arrangement  was  agreed  and  the  service  has  recent  v 
worked  very  smoothly  and  no  complaints  have  'been  received  from 
the  public.
